1 What L have said/ observes Gorrub, 1 with regard to 
the antiquity of R&ma may be applied to \ alioJki the 
author of the Ram&yftn, whow synchronism with 
Efima \x imiiratrij. as I have p'inteJ out, iu the 
Introduction to the poem, and confirmed by two pass¬ 
ages of the poem itself. In such a case the question 
would lie ended uml the antiquity of the pooni proved, 
id though without dgtumiiniug il- 1 * age with absolute pre- 
vision, u difficult question not in the ca.se of the Itdmd- 
yuii only hut in llie puoinn of Homer tkemsekes. But 
because Lhere will ba found some people to whom the 
testimony of the introduction to the poem will appear 
suspicions, and the authority of the two passages (not 
found in the Bengal recension) doubtftib l w® here 
condense the indications and arguments which appear 
to me to confirm the antiquity of the Riim&yaru Passing 
over the Ftir&m 1 period I come to the era of \ ikra- 
mdditva (57 B. C.) Hare I find a poem which cele¬ 
brates ui a compendious form the exploits sutig in she 
Ramdyrin, S mean the Raghuvausa of KAliddsa, 1 t ho 
poat himself in his inlrodnctiou gives direct testimony 
that preceding poets have opened the way lor him in 
this same subject. It is hardly necessary to say that 
amongst these poets Valmlki is certainly comprised. the 
ropi "ms and original source of all the poetna which cel^-

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of K i lidfi sa these appears before me a great epic monu¬ 
ment to which Indian tradition ascribes a most remote 
antiquity so far as to make Yytda the compiler of Uta 
Vedas its author. This monument is the Mabiihhfiratn. 
I bow before this colossal epic; but without wishing to 
detract from its antiquity, I do not hesitate to declare it 
less ancient than the Eiiimlynn. And here I first 
observe that, when we speak of the antiquity of a 
Uterary monument, especially an epic one, we must 
distinguish the elements of which it is composed 
from the arranging band' which collected and put them 
together. These elements may be most andent; and so 
are in feet the elements of the Hahubh&rata: the work 
of arranging and uniting them may be more or lees an¬ 
cient, And it is precisely this work of union and ar¬ 
rangement in the MahfibbAmta which I affirm to be 
later than that in the Miuaynm If this posteriority 
were not declared in the MubuhbArutn itself which say a 
that tbo exploits of Baum had already been sung by 
VAlimki inspired by NAratla, it would bo sufficiently 
proved by the fact that there is embodied in the Jlalni- 
bhnrato a sum maty of the BAmAyan of Vrilmtki m the 
game order and very often in the same words. Besides, 
the life and worship of Krishna celebrated iu the if.iM- 
bhurata indicate an age later them the Riimaynn in 
which there is no mention of Krishna or Kridimimn,

observed that the tfefa is not only mentioned in the 
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Rig-vedu but the very metre U used. How earn these 
apparent contradictions be reconciled 1 Tradition ^ays 
that Yflmlki was iho inventor of the iloka and dial be 
first made use of it in the lUgnAyan : but in the Ba¬ 
rn Avan thr* Veda* are very frequently spoken of in 
which tlies £l<jkn is both mentioned and employed, It 
may be that the hymns referred to are later than the 
RAmAjm ; but at present we munt he contecit to leave 
the difficulty unsolved,*.**. 

Tho Batn&y&a is mentioned in the lUjotArangioi 
(RAjatnmiigim. Hisfoirc deft Rok du Kachmlr, par 11. A* 
Troyor, Lm L Si* 106,). BAnjodaro, second of that 
name among the kings of Kashmir, was cursed by cer¬ 
tain Emhhmiftj and the malediction wna to cease oh the 
day mi which lie should hear the entire^ RAtnfiyan re- 
cited Now Damodnm the Second In the ho ri-es of the 
kings of Kashmir, precedes by five kings Gonurda the 
Third who according to the computation of M, Troyer f 
the sagacious and learned translator and commentator 
of the Bistory of Kashmir, is to be ptaced in the year 
1}&2 before Christ (RAjataraiigim, Tom. IL p, 375). 
Reckoning backward from this paint to DAmodam the 
Second through an interval of five ndgns the average 
duration of each of which la about twenty-four years, 
we arrive at the beginning of tho fourteenth century 
before the Christian era. I am fur from wishing to at¬ 
tribute any great precision to th^e chronological com¬ 
putations, nor do I pretend to determine exactly the 
ago of the R rim ay an K but I maintain that from l he 
passage of the RAjatarongmi cited the remote antiquity 
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of the poem may with all confidence be inferred. This 
antiquity is confirmed by the various popular traditions 
diffused through the whole of India upon the epopea of 
Valtiuki. upon the espbits which are celebrated in it* 
npati the principal actons in that great epic drama, since 
traditions and popular legends gather round ancient 
monuments os ivy and parasitical plants ding only to 
the trunks of aged oaks. The whole of India is full of 
such legends originated by the celebrity of the epic of 
VnlinikL Tins fame of Rihnu ami of Hunmamu hi* 
mighty ally, accompanied with popular legends, has 
penetrated into the most remote parts of ihe southern 
regions of India and oven into Tibet, A. proof of the 
antiquity of the Rsimayan is the fart that many poets 
both dramatic jjnd epic have had recourse to the great 
fountain of hi* poem as the Grecian poets, have drawn 
their materials from the epics of Homer The antiquity 
ol the Ram%an is proved by the numerous various 
readings which are found in it and which can have ari¬ 
sen only from its antiquity and its diffusion by many 
moutba through distant regions. And as an epic poem 
h the faithful image of the creeds* the colt* the customs 
of the age in which it Arose, so finding no mention of a 
creed, a cult, a custom* or a region in an epic is h very 
probable indication that it did not ezist when the poem 
was composed. It is worthy of being remarked that in 
the Ramfiyan no tiacoi are fouisd of that mystic devo¬ 
tion which absorbs all the faculties of man* of that jms- 
sinuate, ardent worship called bkaiti which is not of the 
greatest antiquity but still mmt have sprung [3 p before 


ntraoiirtTiriv, 
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onr era. as it is mentioned m the il dmlAiAr&tai S here 
are indeed in the Ramayan examples of prodigious 
austerities, hut tlitve have nothing to do with the reli¬ 
gion called Uu/kli, and spring from another cause, a prin¬ 
ciple more profound. They a|q>ear to have been origi¬ 
nated by an inner feeling, deeply rooted ami ot great 
antiquity in India, that is to say that expiation was to 
rc*ore fallen human nature. Nor is there found in the 
RAaiAyaa any mention of Buddha or Buddhism, al¬ 
though other heterodox creeds are spoken of- Nw <* 
the island of Ceylon against which the expedition of 
Uinta w-ttfi directed called Tapiobane or Tdmraparni, or 
Palmimundtt or PAlisiniomta, names anterior by wine 
centuries to the Christian era. Nor in il even called by 
the name of Sinhnln (Seat of lions) which nurne is cmu- 
n-s-tt-d with the occupation of the island by Vijaya seve¬ 
ral centuries before our era. The name which Ceylon 
bears in the RnmAyan i» always the primitive, the most 
ancient, LankA. I could adduce many other conjectuml 
proofs of the antiquity of the Ramfiyan, such for in* 
stance as the not ure of the style, and its qualifying, as 
Homer iIocs, with such epithets as venerable, iieaigu, 
divine, the night, the day, the woods, the mountains, and 
the rivers. 

Colonel Sykes, in his dissertation inserted in the Join - 
nal of the Rovnl Asiatic Society (Vob \ II. pp. 24S if.J, 
finding t!i*t the celebrated Chines' Buddhist Fa, Hum 
who visited Indio at the end of the fourth and begin¬ 
ning of the fifth century after Christ mokes no mention 
when in Ayodbyii. the capital of Rfima’s kingdom, either

of Rama nr the RAmfiyaii, thinks it may W doubled 
whether the poem ousted nt that time. If there Ls no 
more reason than thin to doubt the antiquity of the 
Kiimiyati we need not be alarmed. In fact what did 
the Chinese Buddhist «ee in hb long journey through 
India, what has he observed or described. except Bud* 
dhbt monasteries, Buddhbl temples, Buddhist priest-s 
BuddhisL lratlkiou.\ Buddhist d«trincr+, Buddhi-r hete¬ 
rodoxies? Everything that had no connection with Bud* 
dbi-siu either of agreement or opposition was neglected 
by him as out of the line of his object 

One apparent difficulty seems to result from the 
mention of the Yav&najs wldch m found in the first Book 
of the RArufiyun. Hie name of Varano^ used in In* 
dm to indicate ,tbe Greeks after the time of Alexander, 
may in this place appear subject to wusptcinn. With 
regard to this see the excellent remarks of von Sdriegel 
(ftfimfiynm Vol. I. Part U p. I OH). The name of Ya- 
vunas may have been anciently used by the Indians to 
denote the nations situated to the west of India; morn 
recently, that is after the time of Alexander, it was ap¬ 
plied principally to the Greeks / 1 

It i* not to be expects] that every one will admit the 
cogency of all the aigtnouonts in favour of the great 
antiquity of the Efimdyan adduced by the ingenious 
and enthusiastic scholar from whom J have quoted: 
but few who have read the poem will refuse to concur 
at least in the sober judgment of the writer of an ex¬ 
cellent article on the Rmrnlyan in Tol. L. of the Weet-

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minster Review: We sure ignorant of the date of the 
poetm or rather of the era to which its older parts be- 
loug. Probably Vfilfiiiki fiti'l Hotncr were contempo¬ 
raries ; pGrlwps the Hindu was the earlier of the two, 
aud sang liis song while that Iliou was a reality, which 
to Homer rose in Liao back-ground of two or three ge¬ 
nerations. Guv limits forbid UR to enter into any de¬ 
tailed proof, nor indeed could any be quite satisfactory ; 
the best arguments for its age are found in the poem it¬ 
self, and ilie habits and manners which it describe#. 
Tims the huniii , of widows on the funeral pile* of 
their husbands, which the Greeks describe as an old 
custom wlieu Alexander invaded Indio, B. C, 337. is 
utterly unknown in the Ramiljana, and one fact like 
this Rpeuks volumes. In snob p lems as tbe Rdmdjaus 
and the Iliad we instinctively feel that they belong to 
tlie earlier world: we enter them as wo enter a house 
in Pompeii—tlie colours may still seem fresh, and no 
mark of decay remind ua of their age, but we feel that 
they belong not to us or ours, turd a gulf of ages lies lie- 
tweeu ua and our objects, - 

The Rfuuayaii is divided into seven Books, but tbe 
action of the poem ends with the sixth, and there-u 
every reason to believe that the seventh Book is a liter 
addition, This last Book or Uttara Kfo<Ju, “contains 
various stories, logeu-ls, and traditions, which still lone 
some connection of affinity with the principal poem. 
Tbe mythical origin of the Edkshasas is there related

1 The whole contains about 24,000 verses, chiefly 
Stokes or heroic din ticks r,( thirty-tw y syllables each, 
with verses of a ri tile rent metre occasionally introduced 
or interpolated, especial It at the end of a canto. 

' The poem has evidently undergone con side ruble al¬ 
teration stnee the time of its first composition, but 
underneath all the subsequent additions; the original 
elenwitl:-. lire preserreii, and careful criticism might per¬ 
haps separate the interpolations and present tile more 
genuine parla a* a whole by themselves, The task how¬ 
ever, would he difficult, and perhaps as impracticable us 
h has proved in the Horn eric poems For many ages 
it is certain that the work existed only by oral tradition, 
and each rhapsodist added oi altered at his pleasure, 
or to suit the taste or vanity of tiro princely families 
whom be served, Tbo measure of the poem, moreover, 
i* of a somewhat fatal facility, and many rhapsodkts 
would naturally be ambitious of mingling t heir own 
songs with those of their hards, ami the habit of repe¬ 
tition would at once supply them with a vocabulary of 
epic phrase* to suit their purpose. Whole chapters 
thus betray their origin by t heir barrenness of thought 
and laborious mimicry of the epic spirit, which in the 
case of the old poets had sponiwiGoiisly burst out of the 
heart's fulness tike the free song of a child. But when 
the Indian Pisistrains arose who collected these separate 
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songa nud ml i! red them t q their present sliiipe H llm 
genuine acll spurious were alike included, and no Hindu 
critic ever appears to have attempted to diacri* 
mi□ L ite between them. With regard to the Rfim^Yana 
it appears to have undergone two distinct widotis, one 
in Benares and the other m Bengal, and as the two 
were afcramplishod with wit any reference or relation to 
each other, they naturally present many varieties in

This tact alone will, l trust, l*e 
regarded as a sufficient reason or effuse for the present 
attempt to repriHiuec the Riimfivan in an English dress. 
The poem can hardly he denied a high pbee among the 
groat epics of the world, and it » surely desirable that 
Englishmen—i o^cblly thrw who are more iiumediate- 
jy connected with I ndia—should at least be enabled, if 
they choose, to become acejuajotad with it. 

My first object Ims been to reproduce the original 
jwem as faithfully as dicumsUnoes permit mo to do. 
For this purpose I have preferred verse to prose. The 
translations of the Iliad by Chapman and Woidcy— na'v, 
even by translators of far inferior poetical powers—ore, 
l think* much more Homeric than any litoral prose re li¬ 
dding can possibly lie.

ceptional case. 

The metre I have adopted hns been chosen after long 
consideration and miny experiment*. Ii is not, I know, 
the exact equivalent of Vilmfkis eluka or liWOtc distich, 
with which it cannot com pare in gravity or grandeur. 
I would generally prefer other metre* for free transla¬ 
tions of short extracts or scenes from the poem, but for 
a translation of the entire work I am inclined to think 
that the octosyllabic metre fairly represents the original, 
and at tins same time I find that it suits me best, Tho 
iSfoito, as l have already said, consists of two lines of six¬ 
teen syllables or, rather, four lines of eight syllables each, 
only four of which are fixed in quantity, the others being

There are many archaism* in the original, and I have 
not entirely excluded them from my translation. My 
verses, T know, are frequently rough, prosaic, and dull, 
but I believe that any elaborate polish or I lie studied 
use of more modem poetical phroiieohjgy would only 
impair still further their likens to the simple disticha 
of Vdlmiki. 

Judged by a European atariditred there is but little 
true poetry in the first Book of the Rduuiyau, tuid much 
of lUo aroma of that lit Lie has probably evaporated in 
the process of translation, Still, t hough fully a warts ot 
Its many shortcomings, and only trusting that longer 
study, greater practice, and the lessons of intelligent 
criticism may make each succeeding volume less imper¬ 
fect, I submit this first volume to,the public with some 
confidence, as 1 am fully persuaded that the work when 
completed will supply a want which lifts long been felt 
iu India if not iii England, 

I ling to offer my sincere thanks to the Governments

Haring given tin* promise to the guds p tbe divine 
Vfshnod, anient m the work, sought a birth-place among 
men. Dividing bftnsdf into four parts, he whose eyes 
resemble^ he lotos and the pul&sa, the lotos petal-eyed, 
chose for his father Dttsha-ratha. the sovereign of men. 
The divine then with |he Gundhttrvtis, the E^chI- 
f^AFi and the (different sort* of) tT in the mo$t 
excellent strains, praised the destroyer of Mudhoo, (say¬ 
ing) 'Root up Ravun*. of fervid energy, the (tAri,'Uuor.
